Shone Pine Disease (Western Gall Rust) Mr. Mike Bondy, (katsop (ounty Extension 
Service was contacted regarding control of this fungus uhich is causing Loses of 
some trees in this area. Research is going on to discover some way of controlling 
further damage, but to date, the most effective way to handle this chronic prob- 
Lem is to cut off any affected Limbs, and burn then, a the fungus travels easily 
through the air, Remove what you can without completely decimating the tree. 
Those trees affected are mostly hard pines ( 2 needles per bundle), such as Mhuge, 
Scotch, Austrian on Black and Ponderosa pines. You might keep this in mind uhen 
purchasing nursery stock. The disease is evidenced by a collar type ring around 
a branch on tree trunk.
